ANNUAL REPORT, 1961-62 


The past year has been an important one for the Library 
Owing to the decisive contribution made by the Church Comm- 
issioners, and it gives us great pleasure to begin this Report 
by recording our appreciation of the measures they have taken 
to promote the efficiency of the Library and to improve the 
conditions of the staff. Our thanks are due in equal measure 
to the Pilgrim Trust, which has joined with the Church 
Commissioners in providing a substantial grant for the 
production of a guide to the Archives at Lambeth and for their 
physical preservation. This will enable us in the next four 
years to produce a summary list of all the deposits, now very 
extensive, and to complete much, though unfortunately not all, 
Or the detailed listing and indexing which is needed. The 
importance of this step in opening up the richness of the 
archives at Lambeth can hardly be exaggerated. Wevene iereatly 
moe vueus yore, Old) friend, Sir David Evans, formerly Keeper) of 
the Public Records, for his help in working out the scheme, 
and certain parts of it are esntirely due to him, 

Within the last year also, the Church Commissioners have 
introduced an improved superannuation scheme for members of the 
library staff, similar in essentials to the Federated Super- 
annuation Scheme for Universities. Many serious obstacles 
had to be overcome before this most desirable measure could be 
introduced, and we have no doubt that it will be Of. immense 
Benefit to the staff and will remove a grave difficulty in the 


way of recruiting staff with suitable experience and qualifications.

2. LECTURES AND EXHIBITION 
To commemorate the 350th anniversary of the publication of 
foe Anunorised Verston of the Bible, a course of lectures’ and 
an. exhibition were held in the Library. The lectures were 
entitled The Translation of the Bible in England to 1611, and 
were attended by about 450 persons. The speakers, to whom 
Dur Ines upunankts) arevdue, were Henry Hargreaves, Geeturer in 
Peericoein the University ot Aberdeen, the Rév. besil- Hall, 
Lecturer in Ecclesiastical History in the University of 
Cambridge, M. H. Black of the Cambridge University Press, 
Weeoweucheray, heeius Professor of Hebrew in the University 
Ol O@eeras ard >. Lb. Greenslade, Régius Professor of 
Ecclesiastical History in the University of Oxford. one 
lectures were uniquely distinguished by the presence of two 
Pron yishops of Canterbury, for Archbishop Lord Fisher was in 
the chair for the first lecture, and Archbishop Ramsey, at his 
own request, for the last. Lt is interesting. and we venture 
to hope auspicious, to note that this was Archbishop Ramsey's 
fi repeect as Archoishnop of Canterbury atter whercompletign. on 
the geval formalities of confirmation. For the remaining 
lectures the chair was taken by the Reverend W. J. Bradnock, 
Translations Secretary of the British and Foreign Bible 
society, and by the Very Reverend Dr. A. CG. Don. 

To illustrate the lectures an exhibition demonstrating 
the progress of biblical scholarship in Europe and the resources 
available to the revisers in 1611 was held, and was seen by 


some 2,000 people. This exhibition revealed some unexpected 
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gaps in the Library's collections, and we were obliged to borrow 
extensively in order to cover the subject. For lending printed 
books and MSS. to the exhibition we extend our thanks to the 
British Museum; the Bodleian Library; Exeter College, Oxford; 
Christ Church, Oxford; Corpus Christi College, Cambridge; 
Magdaiens College, Cambridge; Sion College; the British and 
Foreign Kibhe Society; St. Paul's and Lincoln Cathedrals. 

The poverty of some sections of our collections on early 
biblical scnolarship and printing may be illustrated by noting 
that the Library lacks the Aldine Greek Bible and the first 
edition of Luther's New Testament, and that it is weak on the 
early printing of the Bible in Hebrew and its coverage of 
European Bibles in the 16th century is by no means complete. 

We should at this point like. to convey our particular thanks 
bo Yr, JO0n. Hayward, editor of The Book Collector, \for his 
repeated efforts to draw the attention of private collectors to 


these deficiencies. 


3. ACCESSIONS 
Manuscripts. 
The most welcome gift by Mrs. D. F. Buxton of papers ‘concerning 
taeecnurch Struggle in Germany during the Hitler regime has, 
in conjunction with the papers of Bishop Headlam on the same 
Subject already in the Library, and those of Bishop Bell shortly 
to be deposited, given the Library a remarkably fine coverage 
ot vies SUbJECL. Mrs. Buxton’s papers are of great interest 
and contain much material secretly circulated inside Germany 
or produced by refugees, some of whom were working in German 
occupied territory. 

In last year's report we announced the deposit of the 
Fulham Papers by the Church Commissioners. Recently other 


papers were discovered at Fulham Palace and these have now 
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been transferred to Lambeth by the Bishop of London. rae 
following is a short list of these additional papers:

Consequent upon altsrations to the record room in the Palace, in 
order to make room for the papers of Archbishop Fisher, further 
archives have been brought over to the Library. iy Decenter 

1961 the papers of Archbishop William Temple (1942-1), mis- 
cellaneous boxes, (mainly subject boxes), of papers of 

Archbishops Lang and Davidson, and a large collection of Ordination 
Papers for the diocese of Canterbury were deposited. 

The papers of Archbishop Temple have been boxed (in k7 boxes) 
and placed in Morton's Tower: the Lang papers (44 boxes) have 
been added to those already in the Mortuary, and the Davidson 
Papers (16 boxes) to those already in Morton's. The diocesan 
Ordination Papers, mainly of the twentieth century, have been 
Mreceo in 31 boxes. 

A further collection from the Palace was received in 
January 1952. This consisted of Ordination Books for Arch- 
bishops Tait, Benson, Davidson and Lang, and one of Bishop 
fhorold of Rochester, two note books of Bishops' Meetings 
1881-92 for Tait and Benson, (Mortuary), a volume of Rural Deans' 
Conferences 1883-1902 (V/Di/I/19) and a Services Register of 


Lambeth Palace Chapel. 
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The Ordination Books of Archbishop Tait have been added to 
the Library List of Tait papers and have been put with the rest 
of the Tait Papers. The other Ordination Books have been placed 
with the Archbishop's Papers. 

Not an accession but a pleasing find were Cartae Miscellaneae 
IX nos. 41-89, lacking when Mrs. Owen completed her list in 1960, 


which were discovered in the New Year in Morton's Tower. 


Printed Books. 

We have great pleasure in extending our thanks to the many donors 
of printed books. The largest single gift came through a bequest 
from the late Dr. Irene Churchill. Miss Churchill's library was 
a scholars working library, and her donation included a con- 
Siderable quantity of most useful modern works. 

Archbishop Lord Fisher presented a small group of books 
of great historical interest. They consisted of books given to 
him on the occasion of his celebrated visit to Rome by Pope 
John XXII. Characiteristically he iterminated his official 
association with the Library by presenting a handsome inecunable 
Opera Sancti Ambrosii, 1492 [Hain 896], a fine edition of the 
Mores, OL ot. Augustine printed at Paris in 521, and an edition 
of the works of Richard Hooker. 

The exhibition on the Bible, which we have already mentioned, 
was the occasion of many very acceptable gifts of Bibles. Amongs 
these was a Greek New Testament printed in Paris in 1549 
(Professor R. A. B. Mynors); an Oxford lectern Bible, 1680 
(Miss E. M. Breton), and a Whig Bible ("the place-makers shall 
inherit the earth") (Mr. H. W. Pratley). In addition other 
Bibles were presented by Mrs. B. M. Connell, Miss E. Hannington,

Our warm thanks are due to the Librarian of King's College, 
foe, Or vwery Kindly agreeing ‘to depositeon loan the British 
Museum Catalogue of Printed Books, 1881-1900, which has already 
proved of inestimable value in speeding up cataloguing. 

This has been an exciting year for the purchase of books. 
Muirine tye, course of it, an opportunity arose of acquiring a 
superb copy of the great Complutensian Polyglot Bible, 1514-17, 
of Cardinal Ximenes. This beautiful book was without doubt 
the most important deficiency in the Library's collection of 
fee cs, and it is itself a book which marks the birth of modern 
Diolical’ scholarship. The copy we have obtained was formerly 
an the Aldenham Library. It would have been quite impossible 
for us to have bought this splendid book without the generous 
assistance of private donors, and to them we offer our warmest 
thanks and hope that they will take pleasure in the thought that 
they have endowed the Library for all time with a particularly 
fine copy of a book rapidly becoming unobtainable. We are 
grateful for a handsome grant from the Friends of the National 


Libraries, who have come to our rescue on this occasion as so 
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often in the past. But perhaps the decisive part in enabling 
us to acquire the Complutensian was played by Dr. Adam Fox, and 
to him we offer our very special thanks, and we hope that since 
this is a book in which he takes particular interest, he will 
Share our pleasure in its arrival at Lambeth. We also wish 
to thank the Reverend W. W. Simpson for his most kind and 
Be oCtlive interest On, our behalr. We cannot end this account 
of the manner in which this book was acquired without a word of 
thanks to Messrs. Quaritch for their very public-spifrited help. 

Other acquisitions of the year are not comparable with the 
Complutensian, but some of the more interesting purchases may 
be mentioned. We have bought a first edition of Foxe's Book 
of Martyrs: the Latin edition printed at Basle in 1559; a 
copy of Fulke's version of the Bible, 1589; a fine Vinegar 
Bibple, 171/. As usual a large proportion of our budget has 
Been agevyotcd to the purchase or books which for one reason or 
another do not appear to have been obtained at the time of their 
publication. We have, for example, completed our set of the 
Historical Manuscripts Commission, and are well advanced with 
tie completion of selected series of State Papers. Other 
Bccessions of note have been:

Manuscripts.

A catalogue of manuscript accessions from 1812, when H. J. Todd's 
Catalogue appeared, to 1953 has been prepared and is available 


in typescript in the Reading Koom. There is also a separate 
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card index. No cataloguing of these manuscripts has hitherto 
existed, and a summary list of them will appear shortly in 

List of Accessions to Repositories in 1961. ..(National Register 
of Archives). The numbers run from Ms. 1222 to Ms. 1500, but 
with some gaps in the earlier part of this sequence. Owing to 
the loss of library records during the war and to other causes, 
it is not’ possible to be certain of the cause of these gaps, but 
they would appear to be due to the removal of printed books from 
the manuscript sequence. We'are very much indebted to Mr. 

N. R. Ker for cataloguing MSS. 1362 and 1364. A total of 1949 
cards have been made. 

Professor Manross has made rapid and striking progress in the 
preparation of a catalogue of the American Papers transferred 
from Fulham Palace. Twenty seven volumes have been bound, and 
ume remainder of this collection is in the hands of the binder. 

Good progress has been maintained with the programme of 
repair work on the ancient manuscript collections of the Library. 
This has included the complete rebinding of the Papers of Henr 
Wharton. 24. volumes have been re-backed and 23 bound into 
guard books by outside binders. 

Archives. 

A catalogue of part of the papers of Archbishop Tait (1868-82) 
has been made by Mr. David Chambers(MSS. Tait 1-10). In 
addition to descriptions of the individual volumes of diaries, 
Official and personal letters, sermons, petitions and miscellanea, 
tie catalogue includes a detailed index of the letters, which 
have been bound in 29 volumes (MSS. Tait 76-10). The list 
has been duplicated by the National Register of Archives. 

This is an impressive beginning to what is undoubtedly one of 
the Library's most pressing and difficult problems - the 
cataloguing of the papers of the Archbishops of Canterbury. It 


is hoped that this work will be.-speedily resumed. 
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An index of the first two Act Books of the Faculty Office, 
1534-49, has also been made by Mr. Chambers. A. totai of 1.03) 
cards has been made. These registers, the first of which 
covers the period 1534-40 and was until recently almost unknown 
to historians, are an important source for the history of the 
religious after the Dissolution of the Monasteries. 

A detailed list and index of the papers of Archbishop Longley 
(1862-68) has been commenced. The four volumes given by Sir 
Henry Longley in 1889 have been foliated, renumbered and listed. 
A separate box of Longley papers came into the Library in 1956, 
and these have been sorted, described and indexed in preparation 
Zor binding. 

Our voluntary helpers, with unflageing tenacity, continue to 
render most valuable assistance to the Library. Sister Joanna 
has continued sorting and boxing the apparently limitless 
papers of Archbishop Davidson. Miss Hebblethwaite has finished 
listing the contents of the series of Registers of Noblemens' 
Chaplains and has started to compile an index of names. 

With the funds generously provided by the Church Commissioners 
and the Pilgrim Trust it has been possible to start the work of 
repairing the archives. Excellent progress has been made on the 
repair of the Court Rolls, which have been mended up to no. 330. 
joie has entailed extensive repairs to 12/7 rolls, many of which 
number 5 or more membranes. 

Sixteen volumes of Registers of Noblemens' Chaplains 
covering the years 1660-1914 have been repaired and rebound. 

Ten volumes of Subscription Books, (1633-1921), two Registers of 
Article’ Clerks (1801-97), three of Notaries Applications 
(1833-1912), one of Notaries Certificates (1800-35), and two 
Calendars of Foreign Notaries (1801-96) are now in the hands of 


the binders. 
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Printed Books. 

A total of 6569 titles have been catalogued in the past year. 

A large number of volumes, mostly of early date, remain 
uncatalogued, and it is highly desirable that measures be taken 
as soon as may be possible to ensure their addition to the 
catas.ogue. 

ei entries have been added to the Register of Periodicals. 

7966 volumes have been refurbished, including the contents 
or the Study, Laudian Room, Strong Room, and part of the Hall and 
Cloisters. 

Owing to the exhaustion of funds, only 120 volumes have 
been sent to outside binders. Here again attention must be drawn 
to the need to expand the Library's resources for rebinding. 

The immense progress made since 1954 has unfortunately not 
solved this pressing problem. 

We note with great pleasure that Miss Sheila Williams has 
mace excellént progress in compiling a list of §.T.C. books in 
Pim vreary., ond so far 2,500 entries have been made. This 
moss useful work has already been of great use to those using 
the Library, and has been done very largely in Miss Williams’ 


spare time.

Queen Elizabeth's Prayer-Book, 1569, was lent to Shakespsare's 
Birthplace, Stratford-upon-Avon, for an exhibition of Some Great 
and Rare Books.
